General Neal Dow, of Maine, whose 


name has long been a household word 
throughout the land, and whose fame as 
an advocate of the temperance cause is 
world-wide, appeared before an audience 
of about 700 people at the tabernacle 
Saturday night, and delivered a strong 
prohibition speech. Gen. Dow is a vigor- 
ous old gentleman in the 80th year of his 
age. He is of medium height, stoutly 
built, loose gray hair, and whiskers under 
his chin. He has a ruddy complexion, 
and moves about with an elastic step. 


The exercises opened with excellent 


singing by a double quartette, led by D. 
L. Bunn, and an appropriate prayer by 
Rev. Father Crissey. The distinguished 
speaker was very gracefully introduced 
by Rev. W. H. Prestley, of the Presbyte- 
rian church. 


General Dow without any circumlocu- 


tion whatever commenced bombarding 
the saloons, and he kept it up in a vigor- 
ous manner for nearly two hours, speak- 
ing easily and pleasantly—that is, in a 
pleasant tone of voice; the words might 
not have been agreeable to all in the 
audience—not' pleasant at least to those 
engaged in or in sympathy with the liquor 
traffic. The burden of his address was a 
denunciation of the legalized liquor busi- 
ness, which he assailed by presenting a 
variety of foiciule arguments against it. 
He quoted generously the sayings of 
Maine men who fought with him for the 
advancemeut of the temperance cause, 
and summed up his opinion of the whisky 
business by declaring it the gieatest of 
all crimes. 


The speech was an effective one, and 


engaged the close and respectful attention 
of all present.

Imports of Gold 


New York Heiald. 


The rate of exchange has fallen to 


a point at which it will pay to im 
port gold. Should the rate continue 
so, large importations will doubtless 
be made, as there is a heavy trade 
balance due this country by Europe, 
and there is little opportunity for it 
to be settled by other means. Al- 
ready there are small lots of gold on 
their way here; but every farther 
importation will be closely watched 
on the other side, and should the 
flow tend to become steady bank 
rates will harden there. It is but 
natural that a nation which is in- 
creasing in wealth and population as 
rapidly as is the United States should 
require a constantly 
increasing 


amount oE coin; and the great facil- 
ities for exporting what other nations 
want give it a command over the 
stock of precious metals in the world. 
But it is also true that England, 
France and Germany will part with 
their gold reluctantly, and will use 
every legitimate means to retain the 
reserves they now hold. To them a 
large export of gold is a serious mat 
ter, and in the event of such a move- 
ment we shall doubtless have a revi- 
val of the feats of 1880 and 1881, 
and the question of standards, the 
appreciation of gold and like matters 
will again come up for settlement 


sions and cartage $30, making the 
total cost of the 100 barrels of flour 
$628.50 when the flour reaches Bos- 
ton. The baker then takes the 100 
barrels of flour and adds $210 worth 
of oven heat and yeast, and $200 
worth of labor, so that when the 
flour goes into the shop for sale in 
the shape of 3,000 loaves of bread, 
it has cost $1,092.50, an equivalent 
of 3i cents a pound. For this bread 
the baker or the retail dealer gets 
seven cents a pound; that is to say, 
the baker and grocer in Boston gets 
about one half of the money paid 
for a barrel of flour, the farmer gets 
a fifth, the railroads one tenth, the 
miller, merchant and cooper one- 
fourteenth. 


A TRAVELER in Southeastern Ar- 


kansas writes back that there are 
hundreds of farm houses there in 
which there never was a cooking 
stove, the entire work of cooking be- 
ing done in pots and kettles of the 
most primitive pattern, in the wide 
fire-places of chimneys built of mud 
and sticks. In a ' journey of fifteen 
days through that section neither 
sugar, milk or butter were found at 
the houses along the way. Parties 
who were surveying a railroad line 
were met with much opposition from 
the people because they declared 
railroads scared the game out of the 
country. Neither vegetables or meat 
are raised except by what might be 
termed spontaneous growth. A vis- 
itor threw an ear of corn to a hog in 
a Southeastern Arkansas county, but 
the animal d'd not know how to eat 
it, never having seen an ear of coin 
before. 
The country that supports 


this idle and shiftless population is 
naturally rich and productive, and 
capable of maintaining an industri- 
ous and prosperous people. Verily, 
there is room for development in 
Arkansas.

The Coroner's Jury Doesn't Know

THE VERDICT OF THE JUBY. 


Wnat a Decatur Man Saw tha Saturday 


Before tne Butcharv- 


From Thursday'* Daily. 


GIVEN TO THE JUBY. 


[Special to the BEPUBLICAH.] 


LINCOLN, ILL., Nov. 1—1 p. m.—The 
owner's jury met again this morning 
ursuant to adjournment, but after a abort 
eliberarion, the doors were closed and 
tie inquisitorial six retired to make up a 
erdict upon the tangled evidence brought 
lefore them. None of those expected to 
«stify were called to-day, and so the jury 
IBS no testimony upon which to base a 
verdict later than that heard last Friday. 


State's Attorney Forrest got home from 
own last evening, and had nothing to say 
n reference to his trip, except that hie 
.rip didn't result in anything against 
Carpenter. 
The reporters and people generally are 


anxiously waiting to hear the verdict, 
whatever it maybe. It is claimed that 
here are two men on the jury who are 
close friends of Carpenter, ana that they 
will uot vote that he be held to await the 
action of the grand jury. But it is not 
necessary that the verdict be reached by 
a unanimous vote, A majority vote will 
decide the matter so far us making up a 
verdict is concerned. 


Many speculations are afloat as to 


what the jury will do, and there is gen 
eral talk on the streets as to the signifi- 
cance of the verdict. In case Carpenter 
B not named in the verdict, his counsel 
will at once demand a hearing before a 
ustioe on the charge preferred against 
lim in the state warrant sworn out by 
Attorney Forrest, on which he was ar- 
rested and lodged in jail. But if the jury 
iiids that Miss Burns came to her death 
at the hands of Mr. Carpenter then the 
only way to secure an investigation as to 
;he facts in the ease will be to petition 
'or a writ of habeas corpus and get the 
matter before a circuit judge withiu this 
'udicial district. 


Carpenter's friends say the jury cannot 


ind him guilty of the murder, because 
;he links of alleged chournstantial evi- 
dence are entirely too flimsy, particularly 
since the Chicago expert decided that 
those were not blood stains on the lines 
and buggy whip. Whether Carpenter is 
tield by the jury or not, the investigation 
as to the perpetrator of the dreadful 
butchery will be kept up by tbe ambi- 
tious detectives, and also by the county 
officials, and no stone will be left un- 
turned to unearth the affair. 
Just now it was reported that the jury 


bad agreed upon a verdict holding Car- 
penter, but investigation proves thatil 
was a false alar.ni. No verdict has been 
reached. 


LATEB—THE VEBDIOT.

LINCOLN, ILL., Nov. 1—2. p. m.—The 


jury has just returned a verdict in the 
Zuro Burns investigation. It is that the 
deceased came to her death at the hands 
of some person or persons unknown to 
the jnry.

It is known, to be a certainty that Zura 


Burns, the victim of the Lincoln tragedy 
of Oct. 1'dth, passed through Deoatur for 
Lincoln on Saturday morning, Oct. 13th 
A Decatur man WEB on the P., D. & E 
passenger train that, morning on his way 
to Peons. He remembers having seen 
two young women in the car which he 
occupied. His attention'was attracted tc 
one of them because she kept up a flirta 
tion with the conductor and brakeman 
The other girl remained quiet, and she 
got olF at Mt. Pulaski. The gentleman 
remembers distinctly that but one woman 
got off at Lincoln, and that was the gir 
that flirted with the train men. Our in- 
formant says he remembers the girl was 
dressed in dark clothes, and had dark 
eyes. He went on to Peoria, and returnee 
to Decatur over the same road that sann 
Saturday evening. When the train stop 
ped nt Lincoln a woman whom he faintly 
recollects as the same one who got olTin 
the morning, entered the car, and afte 
taking a seat, she was at once approachec 
by a short, heavy set young man, wearinj 
a dark mustache, who spoke to her nn( 
talked with her until the train arrived a 
Mt, Pnlaski, wheer both got off together 


Thus far the detectives have been una 


ble to .locate the whereabouts of Zura 
Burns from the time she paid her bill a 
the Lincoln House that Saturday even 
ing between 7 and 8 o'clock. Perhaps th 
Decatur man's story will furnish a usefu 
clue.

"While the ev 
flenee already introduced is calculated to cre- 
ate suspicion that Mr. Carpenter waa concern 
ed in the death of the girl, it does not by an 
me ins prove a ginglelpoint against him, ani 
at the same time is all of such a nature ae t 
admit of ready explanation. If the explann 
tlons which Mr Carpenter claims he eanmak 
can be proven, It will devolve upon the au 
thorities to procure something more tangibl 
than the flimsy chain of circumstances which 
have become so familiar to the public, if the 
wish to bring him before a court to answe 
lor the heinous prime with which he Is charg 
ed. If he Is guilty, it can never be prove 
without better evidence than has yet bee 
produced. If he is innocent, the bloody mur 
dererwho did the work has had ample tlmo t 
escape while the public have been foolln 
away time on another man, and a grievou 
wrong has been done him."

We 
have a great deal too much money 
in circulation, and as long as this is 
so the markets are liable to be con- 
stantly disordered.

quest that we publish it: 


"Tbis is the question so often aske< 


by the friends of Stephens Creek 
Special Drainage District.

The First Twenty-Pour O'Clock 


A peculiar clock, which marks the 


wnrs from one to twenty-four, has 
recently been completed by a Wil- 
mington manufacturer. 
The new 


time-piece is of the kind soon to be 
adopted by severiil of the railroads. 
The most conspicuous innovations 
are in the marking upon the dial 
and in the movement of the wheels 
which run the hands. The minute 
band, instead of making twelve revoJJ 
lutions to every revolution of the 
hour hand, as in the ordinary clock, 
makes twenty-four revolutions while 
the hour hand passes around once. 
The figures upon the dial are marked 
in Arabic, instead of Roman nume- 
rals. They are one to twenty-four 
inclusive, the spaces between the 
figures thus being only half as great 
as those on the dial of the ordinary 
twelve-hour clocks. 
The minute 


hand therefore makes the half min- 
utes as well as the minutes. 
The 


railroads proposing to adopt the 
new system as a standard will pre- 
pare new time-tables, upon which the 
distinction between trains marked 
a. m. and those marked p. m., which 
is often overlooked by careless trav- 
elers, will no longer appear. 


THE survey for the proposed rail- 


way to the top of Pike's Peak has 
been completed, and the engineers 
declare the project to be a feasible 
one in every respect 
The distance 


from the base of the mountains to 
the summit of the peak, by the route 
surveyed, is thirty ,miles, and the 
maximum grade 300 feet to the mile, 
which is not steeper, strange to say, 
than the grade on considerable por- 
tions of several of the railroads in 
active operation in Colorado.

Politics Forty Tears Ago.

Forty years ago anything like the 


anti-ku-klnx legislation

known. Though that far back in 
what is called "good old times" the 
very respectable old Whig party,

not unlawful.

very closely, and the modern citizen 
cannot conceive of the extremes to 
which partisan acts were carried. 
The good old Whig could not drink 
his toddy in a bar 'kept by one of 
his opponents, and the unterrified 
Democrat, who was then and is still 
supposed to be the only citizen who 
drinks mean whisky (this is a mis- 
take, however,) would go thirsty for 
half an hour rather than imbibe the 
fluids dispensed by a Whig. It was 
considered eminently patriotic to 
brick bat the other side, whichever 
side that waa, when they glorified a, 
candidate with the bright glare of 
torches, preceded by a drunken brass 
band. 
For days before 
election 


each party vied with the other in se 
curing the efficient services of the 
"bruisers" of the town, whose duty 
ii was to intimidate the quiet citizen 
or kick up a row. The party who 
secures these roughs, if those wor- 
thies did not sell out to the other 
side, generally carried the election. 
The "independent voter" was a very 
valuable auxiliary. Then as now he 
sometimes held the balance of power, 
but to be certain with which side he 
would cast his weight and tip the 
beam, he was cooped up in the out- 
building of a groggery, kept obfus- 
tioated with rum, and when election 
day came marched to the ballot-box 
and voted as a free American citizen 
Eor the party that had bought him. 
Things have changed in 40 years— 
yes, in 25 years. A single white vote 
aas ceased to have a value; the great 
party has a shorter method, 'simply 
;o count out the other side. To lock 
up or intimidate a colored voter is 
ju-kluxism, and he who attempts 
any fun of that kind will find that he 
,s on the short road to the state 
Drison.

It appears from this interesting ex- 
position that 140 persons employed 
in the Treasury Department are cred- 
ited to Ohio, and that the salaries of 
these range from $2,500 to $600 per 
annum : that twenty-four employes 
of the Post-Office Department were 
appointed from Ohio, their salaries 
ranging from $2,000 a year to $720 ; 
that in the Interior Department 171 
Ohio men and women earn from 
$2,000 to $600 a year ; that seventy- 
six War Department clerks and as- 
sistants with similar salaries are 
from the same lucky State, which 
also has sent six of its citizens to 
serve their country in the Depart- 
ment of Justice, one to do similar du- 
ty in the Navy Department, two in 
the State Department, and seventy-

>uj in the Government Printing 
ffice. Three of the clerks at the 


White House are, also from Ohio. 
This list, which comprises the names 
of 405 persons, does not include 
Presidential appointments. 
An As- 


sociate Justice of the United States 
Supreme Court, the Chief Justice of 
the Court of Claims and an Associate 
Judge of the same court, a Judge of 
the Supreme Court of the District of 
Columbia, the Coroner of the Diu- 
trict, and the Corporation Counsel 
of Washington City are among the 
more distinguished officeholders in 
Washington 
who originally went 


there from Ohio. The object of the 
Enquirer in printing this informa- 
tion dues not appear. It surely can- 
not expect the people of Ohio to 
vote for tho overthrow of a Govern- 
ment which has been so conspicuous- 
ly generous to their brothers and 
sisters.

tor William A. Lemma's office on 
Chestnut, between Sixth and Sev- 
enth streets. Judge Lemma is sup- 
posed to live in Carbondale, 111., 
though his law and collection office 
is in St. Louis. He ia an unmitiga- 
ted Bourbon, a man of few words, 
but a deep and heretofore success- 
ful schemer. 
Ho goes out as Sena- 


tor from Jackson, Union and Alex- 
ander this year, and has entered the 
canvass for Lieutenant Governor, 
evidently pooling issues with your 
Carter H. Harrison. 
But there 


seems to be an undercurrent running 
strong for Congressman William B. 
Morrison aa against Harrison, and I 
have my suspicions that Lemma, 
Wilbanka of Mt. Yemen, Merritt of 
Salem, and Linegar, the seep-wa- 
ter representative, favor Carter in- 
stead of Morrison, because Linegar 
wants Lemma out of the way for the 
Senate, and Merritt and Wilbanks 
each want the Democratic nomina- 
tion for Attorney General. 


Colonel Morrison positively de- 


clines being a candidate for Gover- 
nor, and wants to remain in Con- 
gress. On the other hand, Con- 
gressman Springer, ex-Congressman 
John B. Eden of Moultrie, General 
John Charles Black of Danville, 
Bepreeentative Ed 
Cronkrite of 


Freeport, Henry M. Shepard and 
John Mattocks of Chicago, and the 
irrepressible Phocion 
Howard, of 


the state at large, swear that Morri- 
son shall run for Governor, whether 
he will or no. 
And why f 
Because, 


as these Bourbons say, he is the only 
man the party can elect—for his 
twelve years in Congress finds him 
poor and, ergo, pure—for his tariff 
and financial records. They say, also, 
that he declines to serve the party 
in this its hour of adversity, the 
party will decline to serve him—that 
if he won't run for governor he shall 
not run for congress. 
They say 


again that the party gave'him the 
Illinois delegation to St. Louis in 
1876, and at Cincinnati in 1880, and 
considers itself absolved from any 
further personal allegiance to him, 
especially when he hasn't a dollar in 
the world to put intov the campaign. 


And yet there is trouble on the 


old man's mind. From this end of 
the line, from the hundreds of Illi- 
nois Bepublican business men who 
deal with St. Louis, it is almost a 
foregone conclusion that gallant, no- 
ble and generous Bichard J. Oglesby 
receives the nomination next year by 
acclamation. And, after all, Colonel 
Morrison is wise in declining a bar- 
ren nomination. Should he persist 
in his declination, and should the 
tide in favor of "Old Dick" continue 
to swell, the Democrats of central 
and southern Illinois will again force 
Lyman Trumbull to make a vicarious 
offering of himself. 
The ticket will 


then be: Trumbull for governor, 
Lemma for lieutenant governor, Tom 
Butterworth, of Bockford, for trea- 
surer, J. B. Mann, of Danville, for 
attorney general; B. A. D. Wilbanks, 
of Mt. Vernon, for secretary of state; 
ex-Senator Arntzen, of Quincy, au- 
ditor. 
One statesman, one politi- 


cian, one Englishman, one Jersey- 
man, 
one Bourbon and one German.

WHAT BROKERS DRINK. 


Financier* Wh« VteA Forty WkUkle* 
. a Day an Bur I*ad. 


[New York Journal] 


One of our reporters has been inter- 


viewing saloon-keepers on the subject of 
what brokers drink. "How many drinks' 
do brokers take in a day f replied a 
well-known New street saloon mart. 
"Let me see. Well, I should say they 
•will average tip fifteen apiece between 
10 in the morning and 3 or half-past 8 
in the afternoon." 


"What do they most drink?" 
"Straight whisky; almost entirely; 


generally a little seltzer with it. A 
drink called 'whisky daisy1 was intro- 
duced down here a few years ago, and 
became quite popular. Somehow it fell 
out of sight; but this summer it was re- 
vived and has become very popular 
again. It is made something like a 
whisky-sour, with the addition of seltzer. 
But plain -whisky is the handiest for 
brokers. When they do come out for a 
drink they only have a minute to spare, 
and few care to wait to have a fancy 
drink made up." 


"Do they drink just the same whether 


business is good or bad 1" 


"Well, I think they drink more when 


they are not doing their best. The work 
and excitement, you see, is jxist the same 
in unprofitable times, sometimes more, 
and then there is the additional want of 
something to cheer the drooping spirit. 
Brokers are not drinkers in the sense of 
drunkards. You will, iff fact, never see 
them under the influence, or yery rarely. 
They require above all tilings a level 
head, and when they get down in the 
morning you will find them as clear as 
a whistle. I know several brokers who 
take during business hours in Wall street 
twenty and twenty-five drinks of whisky, 
and there are some who can and do 
drink as much as forty drinks, and are 
never what is commonly called 'full.'" 


"What is the size of a broker's drink?" 


was asked. 


"Well, that has a great deal to do 


with it; they take what I should call 
small drinks, not a finger deep—with 
the finger held sideways alongside the 
glass, inind you." 


It is well known to all who are ob- 


servers of Wall street men that it is sel- 
dom one is found under the influence 
of liquor. When the stock exchange 
closes there is a rush for home, and by 
hall-past 3 few brokers can be found in 
the vicinity of Wall street. They are 
great home people and are much de- 
voted to their families. They live in 
such a whirl that the 'quiet ol'the fire- 
side is a great boon to them., They dif- 
fer as much ia their choice of brand ill 
whisky as they do in their opinions ou 
the workings of the market, and certain 
brokers go to this resort and none other 
because their peculiar flavor is there, 
and others to that for the same reason. 
One reason why - brokers are given to 
the occasional stimulant is that they 
seldom find time to lunch, and the 
drink is made to answer.

Captain Isaac S. Boardman died at his 


late home in Wheatland township on 
Wednesday, Got. 31, in the 80th year o 
his aga The deceased, who was a nativ 
of Senses, N. Y., had lived in Macon 
county since 1854, and was one o£ the best 
known farmers and stock raisers in this 
section. He was a man whose experience 
in the management of public aflairs was 
quite valuable to this county in the early 
days, having served with general accept- 
ability as a member of the county board 
for Wheatland township, from 1860 to 
1865, and again from 1867 to 1870. Be- 
fore locating in Macon county ia 1864, 
Capt. Boardman lived in Dearborn coun- 
ty, Ind., then removed to Bipley county, 
finally locating at Columbus, Bartholo- 
mew county, Ind,, where he was united in 
marriage to Margaret Ohitty, who died a 
number of years ago. Nine children were 
the fruit of the union, six of whcm are 
residing in this county—three song, 
Charles, William and Edward, and three 
daughters, two of whom are married and 
one single. While a resident of Colum- 
bus the deceased served 14 years as clerk 
and recorder of Bartholomew county, and 
was afterward elected circuit clerk of that 
county, which office he held until his re- 
moval to Illinois. 


In 1846 when the Mexican war broke 


out, Mr. Boardmun at once enlisted in 
the United States service and served gal- 
lantly one year as the captain of a com- 
pany. He participated in the battle of 
Buena Vista in 1847. He cast his first 
vote for Gen. Jackson for president in 
1828, and always voted for the Democratic 
nominees. 


Captain Boardman lived an exemplary 


life, and had the highest respect of his 
neighbors and acquaintances;, who feel 
that the county has lost a good citizen in 
his death. He waa the owner of about 
500 acres of farming land in Wheatland, 
and left an estate valued at about 830,000. 


The funeraltoak place from his late 


residence this forenoon, at 11 o'clock, a 
large number of friends and neighbors 
being present. Bev. J. B. Locke preached 
an appropriate discourse, after which the 
remains were taken to Mt. Gilead for in- 
terment. Dr. E. W. Moore made a few 
remarks at the grave, concerning the ex- 
emplary and useful life of Capt. Board- 
man.
